Vital to the future of Europe-and the world may be decisions reached 
during the next few days by any one of the four men shown above. Differing 
widely in temper and character and aims, each may holdin his hands at the 
moment the keys to peace|or war. 

Whether aggression in Europe shall or shall not -be brought to an end 
depends upon the conclusion of an agreement between Britain and Russia, 
more than upon any other single factor. That, at least, is the view of Churchill 
and Eden and rawing number of other British Conservatives, as well as of 
the Labor and there parties. They urge quick action to create a firm Anglo- 
French-Russian defensive bloe to support the smaller states of Europe. If 
Chamberlain (upper right) and Stalin, (lower right) agree, such a bloc, in one 
form or another, will be created.

Former ‘‘Times’’ Diplomatic Cor- 
respondent Deplores Return of 
Henderson to Berlin 


VIEWS WELL KNOWN 


Declares. Sir Nevile Explained 
Them Even to British 
Opposition 

LONDON, Eng.—Declaring that 
the British public.still does not sus- 
pect the full extent of the ‘disaster 
achieved by the Prime Minister’s in- _ 
sistence @n sending Sir Nevile Hen- 
derson (British Ambassador) back to 
Berlin,’ The Week, published by a 
former diplomatic correspondent of 
the London Times; declares that the 
immediate effect was to create ‘an 
abrupt gap’’ in the talks with Russia 
and give the Russian Government 
reason to fear that the British Govern- 
nent is not yet sincere in its opposition 
to the aggressor powers. 

“It is of course an ‘important factor 


“jin the situation,” states The Week, 


“that Sir Nevile himself not merely 
-does not conceal his passionate sup- 


port for the aims of the German 
Reich, but actually goes about pro- 
claiming the fact. 

“In the course of his visit to London 
he was indiscreet enough to explain 
his views to Mr. Hugh Dalton, the 
Labor front-bencher, who was not a 
little astonisied at the spectacle of 
a personage paid, after all, by the 
British public,” freely explaining to 
a leading member of the anti-Munich 
opposition his profound sympathy 
with Nazi aims. 

The article proceeds: ‘‘Sir Nevile’s 
views are of course perfectly well 
known in all European capitals. 
There, it is of course asked, why the 
British retain the services of such a 
person unless they are in favor of 
surrender and choose him as a sort 
of Casado to fix up the deal. It is 
hard—as anyone who has talked much 
to European capitals .... knows— 
to convince anyone that the British 
public is on the whole in a state of 
intense ignorance as to the real men- 
tality and aims of the alleged repre- 
sentative of its interests in Berlin.’’ 

‘Corroboratiopn ‘of the references to 
the British Ambassador as outlined b 
The Week, is given by Martha Dodd, 
daughter of the former United States 
Ambassador to Berlin, in a book 
recently pitblished. ‘“‘Henderson,”’ 
she states, ‘played the Nazi game not 
only subtly but flagrantly. Everyone 
in the diplomatic corps marvelled and 
gossiped about the ease and facility 
with which Henderson was held tight 
and without protest to the Nazi 
breast .... Soon a fast friend of 
Goering, among others, he was to be 
heard extolling Nazi virtues. and 
political ‘acumen to everyone.”

IN BEHALF WEST 


Disappointing 80c | Not Achieved, 
Results Which Were Achieved 
Due to Western Unity

Unity From Beginning 
The fitst and most important refer- 
ence should be to the unbroken unity 
which prevailed from the commence- 
ment of the efforts on behalf of 
Western farmers. In view of the 
resistance ich had to be overcome 
in order to get better “treatment. for 
the Western. growers than that pro- 
vided for in the original legislation, 
it is piite evident that the unity of 
the West on the questions: involved 
played thé most important part in 
achieving the results which were 
secured. These results:are, of course, 
disappointing to those who sincerely 
felt that an eighty cent minimum 
price should have been provided for. 
Disappointment will also be felt 
by the inclusion in the new legislation 
of a maximum amount of 5,000 
bushels, which the Board may pur- 
chase from any one individual. 
Whilst there is disappointment in 
respect to these decisions, I have found 
in the three Western Provinces many 
who express appreciation of the 
acreage bonus legislation. I have also 
received very numerous expressions 
of satisfaction for the service per- 
formed for the West by those who 
were engaged in presenting the West- 
ern viewpoint to th¢g Government at 
Ottawa. \ ;

Denial of Human Rights— 
Progress in Central States 


(Co-op. League News Service) 

SUPERIOR, Wisc.; May 17th. — 
Delegates representing 35,000 mem- 
bers of 160 co-operative associations 


in Minnesota, Wisconsin and Northern ~ 


Michigan, have concluded here. the 
22nd Annual Meeting of the Central 
Co-operative Wholesale. They heard 
William Liimatainen, president of 
the Wholesale, warn that ‘It might 
happen here’’ and voted to hire resi- 
dent educational directors to serve 
each of the seven districts in Central 
Co-op Wholesale territory to stimulate 
the further growth of co-operatives 


Recent *as the most effective answer to impend- 


ing fascism. 

_ America’s pioneer consumer co- 
operative wholesale ‘reported a net 
saving of $65,000 on its $3,045,500 
volume last year and delegates at the 
meeting approved the recommenda- 
tion of the board to pay a patronage 
dividend of 1.4 per cent on wholesale 
operations which will mean the re- 
turn. of approximately $42,000 to 
member co-operative stores. The 
balance will be transferred to surplus- 
reserves. 


Where Human Rights Disregarded 


Liimatainen drove home his opposi- 
tion to political and economic dictator- 
ships when he declared, ‘‘When we 
co-operators read about what is taking 
place in Europe, where dictator tyrants 
are utterly disregarding human rights 
....we shudder at the thought that it 
might happen here. It behooves us 
to build our organization stronger and 
spread the message of co-operation.” 

In addition to approving the hiring 
of seven resident district educational 
directors, the delegates approved a 
decision of the Co-operative Publish- 
ing Association to set up a plant to 
print the Co-operative Builder, weekly 
co-operative newspaper, the Finnish 
Co-operative Weekly, pamphlets, and 
other materials used by member co- 
operatives. ¥ 

For the first time in its history, a 
non-Finn, Viking Anderson, was elect- 
ed to the board of the Central Co- 
operative Wholesale, and a woman, 
Mrs. Naomi Schreiber, was elected 
as alternate director. Mrs. Maiju 
Nurmi, speaking for the Northern 
States Women’s Co-operative Guild, 
urged the organization of a guild in 
each co-operative. Miriam Sandra, 
reporting for the Co-operative Youth 
League, said there are now 29 groups 
with 678 members active in co-opera- 
tives affiliated with C.C.W.

Readers of The Western Farm Leader who read the 
article on co-operation by’-Dean Howes of the University 
of Alberta a few weeks ago must have been impressed by 
the earnestness of the head of the agricultural department 
of the University. ‘To the philosophical dean of agriculture 
the paths of co-operation are the proper ones for farmers 
to tread, but they must: first be imbued with a co-operative 


soul and mind. 
operation in their hearts. 


They must feel the righteousness of co- 


- There are, however,*other features of the co-operative movement 
in Alberta, albeit a trifle more mundane, which.cannot be overlooked. 


The co- operative movement, 


whether producer or consumer, must 


prove itself useful to farmers and must be built on that basis. It 
must be a well-grounded, ably managed, and elastic movement, able 
to render real service and to protect the farmers’ interests at every 


turn in the road. 

Soundness Cannot Be Questioned 

There can be no questioning of the 
sound basis of co-operation. A group 
of farmers associated together should 
be able to sect up an organization to 
transact their own business of. selling 
reasonable cost. 
There has been altogether too much 
exploitation of agriculture by people 
who provide the facilities for handling 
and manufacturing agricultural pro- 
ducts. 

The only available means of 
offsetting the building up of great 
fortunes by private individuals 
and,capitalistié° concerns through 
the handling and processing of 
farm products is for the farmers. 
to form their own co-operative 
organizations to do that work. 


The problem of management-is one 
of the most serious that co-operative 
organizations have to face. The co- 
operative movement should now be 
busy attracting smart young fellows 
into its employ, young men with 


energy, vision and a perspective that» 


inclines them towards. an_ altruistic 
movement, such as that of co-opera- 
tion. A big weakness in the move- 
ment today is that its stalwart sup- 


' porters are growing old and the supply 


of youthful enthusiasts ready and 
willing to carry‘ on a crusade is un- 
fortunately too circumscribed. 


“ Then we have not yet developed. 
a proper ideological outlook towards . 


co-operation in Western Canada. Our 
farm population becomes hot and 
cold in.turn. In that way we are 
different from the Swedes, the Danes 
and the British. | 
What Swedes Can Teach Us 

The Swedish co-operators have fol- 
lowed the policy of pursuing limited 
objectives and most of them thorough- 
ly understand the’ importance of 
victory achieved no matter 


every 
how small or large. They rely on 
their co-operatives doing

‘lesser personages, 


what is humanly possible to market 


farm produce and prevent exploita- 


tion, and they depend on the consumer 
co-operatives keeping down costs into 
as close a relationship with the prices 


farmers receive for their products 
as is possible -tes“achieve. : 
The Danes, of course, .know the 


advantages of co-operation from A 
to Z, being well educated in this 
respect, and no one can wean many 
of them away from their own organi- 
zation. Denmark thus provides West- 
ern Canada with an object lesson in 
co-operative education. 

The British co-operatives are largely 
of the consumer kind. Producers’ 
co-operation in agricultural fields has 
made comparatively little headway® 
there up until recent years. There 
are many reasons to™believe that a 
decided change is being mrekent 4 about 
in that. attitude. 

It is true there have been ® con- 
siderable.number of failures and un- 
realized hopes in farm co-operatives 
in Alberta. 
sition to dilate on the seeming futility 


‘of farmers’ venturing from their own 


occupations into the business world. 
But the record of co-operative failures 
is much smaller on a comparative 
basis than the list of failures in the 
capitalistic business world. When 
Emperors of Industry like Insull of 
Chicago, Lowenstein of Belgium and 
Kreuger of Sweden, as well as many 
can crash to the 
ground, it can hardly -be expected 
that some co-operatives will not fail. 

Must Rekindle Hope and Energy 

The -co-operative idea is sound. 
Make no mistake about that. What 
it now needs in this Province is a 
resurgence of enthusiasm, a rekindling 
of hope and energy, particularly among 
the young farm folks, and the infusion 
of new and youthful blood into the 
various co-operative organizations.

Lame in Front Foot 

Mac, Three Hills: Have an old 
horse that is very lame in front foot 
and has been getting worse for the 
last six months. I haven’t been work- 
ing him: I notice when he goes out of 
barn after being in for a while he will 
put his foot out but is afraid to ste 
on it. His foot looks all right and t 
don’t see any signs of ring bone or 
inflamation of any kind. But if you 
try to pick his well foot up he will 
fall down as he can’t: bear his weight 
on the other foot. Kindly advise if 
posalbie, as I would like to use this 

orse this summer. 

‘Ans: Would advise having some 
one pare this foot out well, as it looks 
very much liké there is something 
in the foot. 

H.G., Craigmyle: I want to @sk the 
Vet. a question regarding one of my 


work horses. He is a gelding, 12 years~ 


old. A year ago I noticed him rather 
lame in left hind leg; could see no 
sore place; thought maybe he got 
kicked with other horse. He would 
hold left leg up in stable after working 
in field. Was out all winter with other 
horses; lay down often. This spring is 
lamer and I notice he now lifts right 
leg or foot off ground and stands with 
both. hind legs -more forward than 
natural, so it looks to me like his 
hips or back is lame and not a kick 
which I thought at first. I cannot 
find a sore or hot point on him so 
don’t know what to do if anything. 
He eats well and drinks, water is 
natural color and amount, but is not 
in flesh like he was a year ago. If 
other horses chase, which they often 
do, he gets way almost a hop. Seems 
to. me his chips are the sore place. His 
feet are good and I can, see no other 
thing wrong with his legs». I trust you 
can advise some cure for this lame 
horse. 

Ans: Your horse may be’ suffering 
from some form of Rheumatism. Try 
tablespoonsful of the 
following three or four times a day: 


Sadium. Salicylate 12 ounces, Fluid, 


Extract Colchicum 4 ounces, water

bushels: last year, will produce 704 


million bushels this year, according 
to the estimate of the secretary of 
agriculture of that ‘nation. © The 
acreage seeded to winter wheat is 
46,173,000, a reduction of over 10 
million from the previous year’s seed- 
ings. Abandonment is estimated at 
15 per cent and the crop at 544 million 
bushels. Spring wheat acreage is 
19-1/2 million, a reduction of 5 million 
from last year. 


Position in Europe 


The European crop situation is 
indefinite, but it seems reasonable to 
assume that production will be su- 
stantially below the 1,800 million 
That was an 
all-time record for Europe, where a 
crop of 1-1/2 billion is a large one. . 

The general situation thus appears 
to be: the world crop will likely be 
down. substantially from last year, 
but the deficiency should be made 


up by the extra carryover from the © 


huge 19388 crop. 

“Bullish”? symptoms have appeared 
on the Chicago - market and Winnipeg 
has followed suit to a limited extent. 
British millers. and importers are 
reluctant to follow any advances. 
They know that this is a season of the 
year .when crop scares are to be-ex- 
pected. They know too that Canada, 
the United States and Argentina

tional trade. The Canadian surplus 
includes a_ substantial volume of 
Durum wheat and low grade bread 
wheat. If importing nations find 
themselves having to reach for sup- 
plies, prices will stiffen. 

World trade is being maintained 
at a substantial volume. Last week 
shipments were 12,323,000. It is 
quite possible that the Broomhall 
estimate of 568 million bushels -world 
trade may be exceeded.

With bonuses and large salaries 
running in some cases as high as $1,000 
a day, executives of 570 typical 
United States companies are shown by 
a recent report to a Senate investi- 
gating committee to have paid them- 
selves nearly two-thirds as much as 
went to the shareholders in dividends. 
They take $5 from their businesses 
the report showed, for every $1 paid 
in corporation income tax. Sometimes 
these huge salaries, paid to a few heads, 
are included in calculating wages;
